Quebec stands to receive $127,- 
000,000 of the no-5trings-attaehed 
funds. The federal government 
will allow the provinces to use 
the funds unconditionally lo avoid 
conflicts over constitutional juris- 
diction. 

The plan involves the transfer 
of four points of personal income 
tax and one point of corporation 
tax and the granting of two dif- 
ferent sets of equalization pay- 
ments. The Prime Ulnister indic- 
ated that higher taxes would have 
to offset the new fiscal program.

Death of the mind? 

Dr. Jack Mendelsohn, author 
and Unitarian • Universolist 
Minister, will address an open 
meeting of the Student Rell- 
glous Liberals Thursday at 1 
pm in L26. 

The topic under discussion will 
be "The Modern Mind, Is It 
Dead?", a twist on the familiar 
"God is Dead" theme. 

Dr. Mendelsohn's most recent 
book is The Martyrs, a series of 
biographies of men and women 
who have given their lives in 
the civil rights struggle in A1a> 
bama and Mississippi. Mendel- 
sohn has done extensive research 
into the "Blaclc Power" move- 
ment in America today and is 
himself active in the civil righU 
movement. He is president of the 
Urban League of Greater Boston. 

He is also a member of the Go- 
vernor's Advisory Committee on 
Civil Rights in Massachussetts, 
and has travelled widely in Eu- 
rope, the Middle East, South 
America, and Africa. 
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Paper avoids 
prosecution 

LONDON (CUP) - A morality 
squad probe into alleged pro- 
fanity in the University of 
Western Ontario's campus 
newspaper will not result in 
criminal charges, according to 
a London morality detective. 

The investigation was set off 
by an anonymous note objecting 
to profanity in The Gazett*. The 
complaint apparently referred to 
a headline containing the word 
"buggered" and to material on 
the satire page of the September 
30 issue. 

Managing editor John Caplan 
said that the paper sceics "to in- 
form, entertain and persuade" 
and contains nothing which 
should adversely affect students. 

He added that since the paper 
is put out for the students "we 
cannot accept criticism from 
people other than students".
